the clock of evolution that man stood half erect in the swamp and gazed up in terror at the lunar light it was 
only yesterday that he tied a scrap of sail to a branch on a few planks and fought moon tide to voyage 
beyond the shallow basin of his first abode it was only this morning by evolutions clock that he fashioned a 
glass that brought distance close showed him that his world the epicenter of everything was only a small 
speck in a second-rate solar system now tonight man has taken a small step mankind a giant leap toward 
the galaxies through its spaceship earth floats the story of his voyage is the subject of our broadcast tonight 
[Music] this is a CBS News special report man on the moon the epic journey of 
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man on the moon the epic journey of Apollo 11 to tranquility and Beth sponsored by the International Paper

good evening I'm water Cronkite man's first trip to the moon the magnificent eight day boys spanning time 
and space in history end of the day when three American explorers brought their small ship down safely in 
the Pacific Apollo 11 astronauts Neil Armstrong and Edwin Aldrin and Michael Collins landed their spacecraft 
southwest of Hawaii at 10 minutes of 1 Eastern Time 9 miles from the recovery ship and 2 miles off target 
after donning protective clothing the three astronauts were airlifted to the carrier Hornet and transferred to a 
special 
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Hornet and transferred to a special isolation chamber they'll be quarantined 18 days while scientists 
determine if they've brought back any dangerous lunar organisms their flight climax centuries of dreaming 
and months and years of planning and training it started July 60 the Florida's Cape Kennedy Space Center 
named for the president who called on the nation to land men on the moon and return them safely in this 
decade they're the focus of America's 24 billion dollar lunar landing program was on a gleaming 36 story high 
launch vehicle with the astronauts strapped inside waiting to try to fulfill John Kennedy's pledge with me as 
we reported the final countdown was astronaut Wally schirra as tonight's report appeals birth t-minus 25 


seconds 20 seconds and counting t-minus 15 seconds guidance is internal 12 11 10 9 ignition sequence 
start 6 building shaking getting that buffeting we've become used to [Music] down rain in less than three

route they broadcast back television pictures of Earth which were seen by millions around the world and 
shown on a large screen at Mission Control in Houston a zoom lens on the small color television camera 
made it appear that the spacecraft was pulling away much faster than it was as | sped to the moon the 
astronauts gave viewers a look around inside the lunar module which would take armstrong and aldrin to the 
actual moon landing and it's on this timeline that we have all our procedures we obviously have to hold these 
in place and 0g so we make use of the velcro patches on the back and on the table so we can attach these 
down here and then we just turn the pages over when we go to new sequences in our time line of

soon the moon's gravitational pull became stronger than that of Earth as Armstrong Aldrin and Collins began 
to close in on their target a quarter of a million miles from home they turned their TV camera away from her 
and showed us pictures of the desolate lunar surface the spacecraft achieved lunar 
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surface the spacecraft achieved lunar orbit Armstrong and Aldrin climbed from the command module through 
a tunnel to the lunar module then leaving Collins in control of the orbiting mothership the two astronauts 
undocked and began the long slow descent toward the moon's surface altitude 4200 to hear go for landing 
over down two and a half forward forward pretty beat down to a nap picking up some dust city seats two and 
a half down make that home forward forward drift into the right level I'm back right oh boy it was beautiful 
from here what the virtually perfect landing on the moon a nation's goal mankind's dream was about to be 
realized as Armstrong started outside ahead of schedule okay so on that little golden front porch handrails 
there and then from the front porch down on the first rung of the ladder going down the ladder Armstrong 
thought accord deploying and activating a black and white television camera simulation became reality here 
we see you coming down the ladder now 
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so there's a flipped on the moon stepping down on the moon if he is testing that first step he must be 
stepping down on the moon at this [Music] Wow it's a little shadowy but you said expected that in the shadow 
of the lunar module Armstrong is on the moon 38 year old American standing on the surface of the Moon on 
this July 20th 1969 [Music] aldrin then followed armstrong out of the lemon and into history

but as a result it's a long step and now we have my records on the moon taking the cover off of the stainless 
steel it came in tell me if you got a picture here so

continue in a moment after a station identification this is CBS although the entire world could watch the 


Apollo 11 astronauts take man's first steps on the moon the pre-dawn darkness of the mid-pacific their return 
to Earth so we earthbound people missed a view of the extraordinary precautions taken to protect us from 
the slim chance of lunar infection the dawning of the so-called biological isolation garments or bigs and the 
scrubbing down of both the astronauts and the interior of their capsule with chemical disinfectant these 
measures took well over an hour so it was already daylight when the carrier hornet approached and found 
columbia bobbing serenely in the ocean swells one by one the three astronauts were hoisted to a carrier 
helicopter hovering overhead their spacecraft was sealed 
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overhead their spacecraft was sealed behind them to await recovery on the bridge President Nixon was 
watching the transfer with unrestrained egrants the president was showing the effects of long traveling hours 
but they could not defeat the smile on his face and the animation of his movements this was the third Apollo 
crew helicopter 66 had become earned after splashdown one of the helicopter crewmen suggested the craft 
should now be plated in bronze and turned over to the Smithsonian instead it was later sealed and its interior 
sprayed with strong insecticides as one more precaution and then returned to duty in the words of its 
commander it still has lots of good fly-in ahead usually the astronauts get out on deck for ceremonies but 
today after landing the helicopter with the astronauts still inside was moved below decks so the astronauts 
could transfer to their mobile quarantine trailer with a minimum of exposure to their native atmosphere even 
though they were already isolated in their digs because of those garments you couldn't tell one emerging 
astronaut from another they walked too quickly to the trailer for the usual ship side amenities but not too 
quickly for spontaneous applause from the ship's crew and on the start of 18 days in isolation in addition to 
the eight days alone in space the president soon came below to join the astronauts but of course on opposite 
sides of the trailer windows talking via microphones when the curtain was drawn on the trailer window it was 
revealed for the first time the astronauts had followed the example of their companions in Apollo 10 and had 
shaved before hitting the Earth's atmosphere in addition astronaut Collins was sporting a lunar souvenir not 
in the flight plan a moustache grown entirely in space out of this world President Nixon now had the 
opportunity to express the strong emotions he obviously was feeling about the safe return of Apollo 11

United States but particularly because | have the privilege of speaking for so many in welcoming you back to 
Earth one question | think that all of us would like to ask as we saw you bouncing around and that boat out 
there | wonder if that wasn't the hardest part of the journey was that the only that did any of you gets seasick 
now we didn't in it it was one of the harder parts but it was one of the most pleasant we can assure you yeah 
sure you look great you feel as good as your great president yeah are you | understand you're Frank Borman 
says you're a little younger by reason of having going into space is that right do you feel that way a little 
younger we're a lot younger than Frank Barnes there he is over there well just let me close off with this one 
thing | | was thinking as as you know as you came down and we knew it was a success and it had only been 
eight days just just a week a long week but this is the greatest week in the history of the world since the 
creation because as a result of what happened in this week the world is bigger infinitely and also as I'm 
gonna find this trip around the world and secretary Rogers will find the Z covers the other countries in Asia 
as a result of what you've done the world's never been closer together before and we just thank you for that 
and | only hope that all of us in government all of us in America that as a result of what you've done we can 
do our job a little better we can reach for the stars just as you have reached so far from the stars we don''t 
want to hold you any longer anybody have a last word how about promotions do you think we could arrange 
something we're just pleased to be back 
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something we're just pleased to be back and very honored that you were so kind as to come out here and 
welcome us back and we look forward to getting out of this quarantine and great talking without having class 
when astronauts talked to earth from the moon their voices travel across the void 230,000 miles and along 
with their words come billions of bits of vital data from the speed of their heartbeats to the speed of their 
spacecraft but after these communications reach earth they take another journey over the Bell Telephone

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town small boys still fish in a stream and were telephone calls still are only a nickel serious and hard working 
than is now a part-time job in a drugstore help pay for flying lessons his interests in space stimulated by a 
neighbor who had built an observatory over a shed in his backyard another man who influenced his early life 
was John Crites his high school science and math teacher well it happened to be his senior year in the fall of 
the year the harvest moon was out it's in its glory that night and that we sat on the porch there and looked up 
at it and admired it and commented on it and for lack of anything else to say and | said to Neil Neil next year 
what and the answer | want to meet that man up there and he pointed up to the moon but before the moon 
there was flying Armstrong was needless to say a hot pilot in the Navy hotter still at the controls of the x-15 
rocket plane he didn't think very much of the Mercury program so he didn't bother to apply when Germany 
came along he decided the space people finally were getting serious so he sent in his application and was of 
course immediately accepted he survived the only forced landing in the history of the space program and 
when a lunar training vehicle went out of control forcing him to bail out for the second time in his life a friend 
concluded he was either the best or the luckiest pilot around anyone else paying attention would have 
concluded nothing could stop him from flying to the moon well it isn't a question that it's a special flight and 
it's not just the fact that it's the it is the flight that specifically achieves the national goal 
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specifically achieves the national goal is stated eight years ago the real importance to us is the fact that that 
the nations bride rests on our ability to do what we've said that we're capable of doing even more serious 
than Armstrong is Buzz Aldrin whether on geology field trips learning lunar module systems or studying 
orbital mechanics Aldrin throws himself at a challenge with something approaching ferocity he is by general 
agreement the most brilliant of the astronauts though some of his colleagues have been known to comment 
they wished he didn't feel it necessary to demonstrate his scholarship so often typically Aldrin trained for 
weeks underwater for his Gemini 12 spacewalk determined that it would be the best ever attempted it was 
but Aldrin can be as cool and appraising himself as he is in his relations with others he does not for instance 
think that he will go down in history on a par with other great explorers in part because unlike Columbus he 
and Armstrong did not draw the plan where a small part of the total effort we happen to be the ones that the 
controls and the the ones that many people look to but the ideas that were conceived to support this were 
generated by many many people and it is not something that has a little amount of support but it has a 
significant portion of our nation's resources invested in it so | would contrast this again with some of what 
previous explorers have done Mike Collins has done everything Neil Armstrong and Buzz Aldrin have done 


but somehow it's not the same the son of a general the nephew of another he graduated from West Point but 
did not like the military discipline he bailed out of a jet that was on fire flew x-15 s but can't remember 
anything 
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flew x-15 s but can't remember anything spectacular Collins says he loves flying but you get the feeling he 
could quit tomorrow in his only other flight Gemini 10 the combination of circumstances forced him to cut 
short his spacewalk but he accepted that with the same mixture of fatalism and humor he shown throughout 
his life while the others talked flying he prefers to discuss books wine or roses before this flight of Apollo 11 
Collins was like his colleagues in one sense at least preferring to play down what he was undertaking in 
looking back on the last four flights in the Apollo program the form and place we had and ours being the fifth 
it seems to me it's sort of like you've given five men six feet tall the job of getting over a 30-foot wall 
somehow and we've got now we got all four of them standing on one other's heads and the fifth one is just 
about go over the top of the wall and | think if you look back on Apollo 7 which of course was the first one to 
get airborne that's always a very tough first job Apollo 8 went around the the moon which opened up a whole 
new family of problems Apollo 9 possibly the most complicated one in this series of pollow 10 the first real all 
up dress rehearsal with all the equipment being used in its natural environment | think each one of these has 
has taken a stair-step of about equal size and we have left about an equal measure of the remaining job | 
think the program in retrospect been planned very well in that regard a man who is known all three 
astronauts for many years as if he were forced down on a remote island he would want it to be with Mike 
Collins for the quality of his personality another said he would prefer Buzz Aldrin because with his 
intelligence he would soon be converting seawater to freshwater and otherwise logically attacking the 
problem but both agreed in the final analysis that they would hope it would be with Neil Armstrong because 
somehow he would get them home this is 
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somehow he would get them home this is the coffee it doesn't care that it looks different it's the way coffee is 
going to look from now on the coffee it doesn't care that it tastes different this is the way coffee always 
should have tasted now it does the coffee it doesn't care who brews it you can't grow it bad the coffee it 
doesn't care that it comes in a jar it knows it's different from anything else in one the coffee it doesn't care 
about all the old coffee ideas it's the coffee it's all by itself Apollo 11s half a million mile round trip to the 
moon has of course launched man on an even longer journey into the universe yet it's easy to forget just how 
far and how fast we've moved in mankind's quest to soar above the earth it will be exactly 60 years ago this 
Sunday that Orville Wright set a world flying record by keeping his biplane aloft for one hour 12 minutes and 
40 seconds Armstrong and Aldrin spent more than twice that amount of time this week walking on the moon 
the age of true space flight is less than ten years old in America's unprecedented leap to the moon came not 
without challenge hardship and tragedy again David shoemaker it is hard to believe that anything could end 
so well that began so badly after an unbroken string of perfect launches and perfect missions it is easy to 
think that our space program has always worn this halo 
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space program has always worn this halo of success but it was not always that way in the 1950s our efforts 
to guide and propel rockets were often dramatically frustrated not that the problems were insurmountable 
they just took money more than we were willing to spend so our Rockets flew backwards or even worse flew 
right at us if there was no urgency it was because there seemed no clear military application for space flight it 
did not seem that way however in the Soviet Union and from this base in the Ural Mountains in 1957 the 
Russians launched Sputnik the real shocker was its weight 184 pounds apparently they were far ahead 
Americans were disturbed and only partly accepted the explanation it was a communist gimmick that our 
Rockets even though they could not get off the pad were basically sound each time we did our best to pick 
up the pieces but when the Russians orbited a second Sputnik weighing a full thousand pounds Americans 


rebelled under pressure President Eisenhower ordered the army to put a satellite into orbit as quickly as 
possible Verner von Braun promised 90 days and did it in 83 we were still far behind but there was a new 
spirit in the program certainly the selection of the astronauts helped the mercury 7 fighter pilots with a fighter 
pilot zest for all that life has to offer their confidence was infectious it was easy to believe watching them that 
it was all possible but neither the old President nor the new President were yet convinced so operating on 
modest funds compared to the torrent of money to come the men of the new civilian Space Agency prepared 
modestly for the great day it came on the 5th of May 1961 when Alan Shepard entered his space capsule 
freedom 7 and roared downrange for a 15 minute flight but the Russians had done much more placing Yuri 
Gagarin in orbit only the month before President Kennedy could no longer ignore the challenge he went 
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no longer ignore the challenge he went to Congress to ask for the moon | believe that this nation should 
commit itself to achieving the goal before this decade is out of landing a man on the moon and returning him 
safely to the earth no single space project in this period will be more impressive to mankind or more 
important for the long-range exploration of space and none will be so difficult or expensive to accomplish 
slowly we climbed into the race with friendship seven carrying John Glenn into orbit the Russians already 
had kept a man up for more than a day but President Kennedy was overlooking the next logical steps and 
betting that American technology better than the Soviet Union could master the thousands of complex 
challenges involved in going to the moon that technology began its response in the Gemini program we were 
treated to spectacular views of our planet we met the angry alligator we could fly in space change our orbit 
rendezvous dock astronauts left Cape Kennedy on different days on different missions and met in orbit finally 
we were treated to the incredible a man walking on nothing without support without atmosphere without 
gravity the Russians had done it first again but this time by only a few months the astronauts were in high 
spirits training already had begun for Apollo and it was during this training just when everything seemed 
under control that all our hopes and plans were tragically interrupted Gus Grissom ed white Roger Chaffee 
on January 27th 1967 with the first Apollo flight only weeks away went into their spacecraft for a countdown 
rehearsal they did not come out Apollo one would never fly a deep shock ran through the nation the tragedy 
made us sharply aware of our 
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tragedy made us sharply aware of our overconfidence it turned out there were weaknesses in the space 
program of which this disaster was only the smallest indication sharp examination was made of the wreckage 
and of every aspect of the program many months passed and many changes were made before the cloud 
lifted from the Apollo program but our course was set Apollo 7 then 8 9 10 and finally 11 all unbelievably 
perfect the drama of space adventure again raised us with it the lessons had been learned the 10,000 
questions answered suddenly it was easy so easy there's a danger we could forget the hardships the 
tragedies and the incredible breakthroughs which brought man in this decade to the surface of the Moon tens 
of millions of people in this country and abroad watched and heard the flight of Apollo 11 and almost 
everywhere the reaction was the same wonderment speechlessness a groping for words the old ones like 
awe inspiring a beautiful and spectacular simply do not seem adequate anymore but already men are trying 
to put the momentous events of the past week into historic focus and during the flight of Apollo 11 CBS news 
correspondents in the United States and abroad talk with a group of intellectuals and asked them what does 
it mean discounting for a moment the opportunities which | think it's going to offer to me and my likes in the 
future for astronomical scientific observations | think that there's an ordering there and | would in any case 
see this as a decisive moment in the history of the world by that | mean decisive in the sense that major 
Wars had been decisive in the past and it is very difficult at this moment to foresee the future the world is a 
different place from what it was a week 
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different place from what it was a week ago there's a wonderful line in in Euripides the things men look for 
cometh not the path there is where no man thought so has it fallen here and that is certainly true in science 
as well as in history one one of the conclusions any student of science comes to | think quite inevitably as it 
is the byproducts and not the immediate products that count in the long run | think we can be confident that 
the byproducts of the search for outer space and the landing on the moon would probably be more valuable 
to mankind than any immediate products it may come from the lunar landing itself | think that one aspect of 
the moon reaching the moon is to give us a sense of pride that we still can't accomplish things that Wow as 
individuals we may have been feeling more and more inadequate as an individual | often think what what can 
you or | do to stop the war in Vietnam if the president the United States can't do it or what what can we do to 
stop inflation but obviously collectively we can accomplish a fantastic technological achievement you know 
we'll be 200 years old in about what 8 or 9 years 7 years something less country this country yeah and it 
would be wonderful if we could do the same thing with domestic issues that President Kennedy did with the 
space program say that by the 200th year of the this nation's life we will abolish poverty and begin to marshal 
the technological resources of the sort that created the Apollo mission to deal with domestic problems and | 
would really hope that that that kind of thing might come out of this but man didn't want to get to the moon | 
think would be a sad thing there's more striking thing as a sort of general 
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striking thing as a sort of general level of mediocrity of the values which are placed before our youth as it is 
and you should have great goals we've achieved one and | hope we achieve others and the fact that we 
have achieved one | think is the great thing for a short while it makes me feel proud to be an American | hope 
we could go on longer after a period of several years which one felt this country was just cat applauding just 
a disaster what happens now are we going to be on Mars of the year uh-huh oh you see this is an 
exceedingly interesting question because it seems to me and mind you I'm an astronomer I'm not a rocket 
expert but | listen with great attention to what the rocket experts say and the unanimous opinion appears to 
me that if while wish to do a manned expedition to Mars and as far as can be foreseen at the moment this 
would be no more difficult from the scientific and technological point of view as the moon mission which is 
just been accomplished was nine years ago can man ever feel at home elsewhere than on earth yes and 
he's going to make himself at home first on the moon then we're going off to Mars and then we're going to 
build ourselves large enough ships to head for the stars and when we do reach the nearest stars and subtle 
there we'll be at home in the universe that's what the whole thing is about this is an effort on the part of 
mankind to relate himself to the total universe and to live forever this is an endeavor to wait a minute live 
forever you live forever this is an effort to become immortal at the center of all of our religions and all of our 
sciences all of our thinking over a good period of years has been the question of death and if we stay here 
on earth we are all of us doomed because some day the Sun will either explode or go out so in order to 
ensure the entire race existing a 
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ensure the entire race existing a million years from today a billion years from today we're going to take our 
seed out into space and we're gonna plant it on other worlds astronomers civil rights leaders writers of 
science fiction already inspired by the flight of Apollo 11 and so already as one great poet been inspired and 
we'll hear from him in a moment course the laser beam it was still just a gleam in the eyes of scientists until 
1965 when engineers at Bell Labs and Western Electric became the first to put the laser on the job in 
industry the job piercing holes in industrial diamonds to make thin telephone wire today Western Electric 
uses the laser to cut material for thin film electronic circuits we also use the laser to measure and to weld tiny 
parts for equipment we make for the Bell Telephone Network someday the laser beam may transmit 
telephone calls and other data someday you may find yourself talking over one Western Electric we make 
Bell Telephone we were also the first to put the laser beam on the job in industry Apollo 11 has brought man 
for the first time to terrain other than the Earth's this mind-boggling extension of man's physical environment 
must inevitably be followed by a similar extension in the dimensions of man's imagination tell Apollo 11 the 


moon was unattainable mystery in its pristine untouchable state it governed the tides of human emotions as 
it ruled the ebb and flow of our oceans but after Apollo 11 the moon is mysterious no longer once we worship 
the moon now we litter it once the moon was a source of pay o reflected light in which 
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source of pay o reflected light in which to bathe our romantic fantasies now the moon is a source of new 
information on solar radiation seismic shock the immediate reaction is to bolon the loss of this ancient 
launching site for the wild dreams of mankind but when he wrote his new poem voyage to the moon 
Archibald MacLeish thought otherwise as a poet MacLeish knew instinctively that man's imagination is 
infinitely elastic and that our arrival on the moon at long last but only stimulate new dreams rather than 
restrict over one's presence among us wanderer in our sky is dazzle of silver in our leaves and then our 
waters silver o silver evasion in our farthest thought the visiting moon we said the glimpses of the moon and 
we have touched you from the first of time before the first of time before the first men tasted time we thought 
of you you were a wonder to us unattainable a longing past the reach of longing a light beyond our light our 
lives perhaps a meaning to us now our hands have touched you in your depth of night three days and three 
nights we journeyed stared by farthest stars climbed outward crossed the invisible tide rip where the floating 
dust falls one way or the other and the void between followed that other down encountered cold face death 
unfathomable emptiness now the fourth day evening and we descend make fast set 
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day evening and we descend make fast set foot at last upon your beaches sift between our fingers your cold 
sand we stand here in the cold the glare the silence and here as at the first of time we lift our heads over us 
more beautiful than the moon a moon a wonder to us unattainable a longing past the reach of longing a light 
beyond our light our lives perhaps a meaning to us o meaning over us on these silent beaches the bright 
earth president Simonis just eight years ago only visionaries thought that man would set foot so soon on the 
beaches of the moon today in our euphoria if the sky seems no limit but the meaning of man's life on earth 
MacLeish as long in past the reach of longing still eludes us we reach out to the heavens earth is still no 
heaven by 2001 ad we may discover Mars will we find ourselves the supporter Cronkite good night the flight 
of Apollo 11 is now complete its accomplishment took hard work tireless training unlimited imagination and 
sheer guts man is no longer bound to earth for he is walked on the moon his first step into the endless
